RY of Donal Cargile: They have ſer up their AJrar in 
Burrowſlown; and about Thirty or Forty of them 
( being for the moſt part Women) aſſemble themſelves in the 
Night time, ſometimes in the Lihks of 8«rrowſfown , ſometimes 
elſewhere near the Town ; and, in the Day-time , in a houſe be- 
longing ro Themes Kndx Skipper » There rhey maintain ſtrangs 
Teners: For, *- 

I. They admit none to be of rheir Society, but ſuch whoſe Gifr 
of Prayer they have made Tryal of. 

IT. They maintaiti that any perſon that is Gifted may Preach 
and Baptize: and accordingly, they have been carneft with one 
that is Son ro Devid Fammy, a Merchant in Lizlithgo, to take 
upon him rhar Sacred Office. | 

INT. They hold that a Woman that is gifted may preach as well 
as a Man; only, they allow not a Woman to Baprize. Accord- 
ingly one of theſe ſeemingly holy Siſters made a SERMON larte- 
ly at one of their Mecrings , upon that Text II (v7. 6. from the

IV. They will. not work with their hands, but wholy employ 
themſelves in Reading, Conference and Prayer ; and wall cat no 
more meat than will keep them from Starving: And they rerm 
all Mechanicks Lims of Anti;Chrilt. 

V. They adhear to the New Covenant, viz. The Excommuni- 
cation of the King and Duke of Albany, &c. And they have ar
